Thus, for the fiscal year to 
date (beginning I July), reve­ 
nue of the United States Treas- j 
ury has amounted to only 43 
percent of expenditures. 
lf every taxpayer had to pay 
an equal share cf taxes to cov­ 
er expenditures for the first 18 
days of the fiscal year, it would 
amount to $106 each, $23 more 
than for the same period last 
year. 
If every 
taxpayer had 
to 
pay an equal share of the na­ 
tional debt, it would come to 
$4,968, $150 more 
than 
this 
date last year.
